T  was  without  doubt  the  plan  of  the 
founders  of  Washburn  Cohege  to 
make  the  Arts  Department  the 
center  and  soul  of  the  institution. 
Indeed  in  those  early  days  what 
we  now  call  the  Arts  Department  was  all 
that  was  included  in  the  term  college. 

But  in  a  country  where  there  were  no 
high  schools  or  academies,  there  could  be 
little  place  for  a  college;  so  the  institution 
began  with  a  preparatory  department.  From 
almost  the  first  some  college  work  was  of- 
fered and  slowly  a  body  of  college  students 
gathered.  Probably  not  more  than  twenty 
were  present  at  any  time  up  to  1885.  In 
1890  a  graduating  class  of  ten  was  spoken 
Dean  Duncan  McEachron  of  as  the  "big  class."    By  1900  the  senior 

class  numbered  twenty-five,  and  for  the  last 
five  years  the  average  number  of  graduates  is  above  fifty. 

There  are  a  few  names  that  stand  out  in  the  story  of  the  growth  of  the 
College.  Peter  MacVicar,  broad  in  vision,  canny  in  action;  J.  T.  Lovewell, 
versatile,  and  willing  to  do  any  thing  the  young  College  seemed  to  need ;  L.  D. 
Whittemore,  with  his  ability  to  organize  and  systematize;  F.  W.  Ellis,  schol- 
arly and  painstaking ;  and  Caroline  White,  the  refined  teacher  of  English  and 
preceptress,  are  all  that  space  permits  mentioning. 

The  hope  of  the  founders  has  been  realized,  the  Arts  Department  has  be- 
come the  center  of  the  institution.  This  year  its  students  number  over  450 
and  its  teaching  staft'  25.  It  in  no  sense  dominates  the  institution  nor  is  it  a 
rival  to  the  younger  and  vigorous  departments  that  surround  it,  but  it  is  rather 
a  thoughtful  and  staid  elder  sister  bearing  the  part  that  her  maturity  and 
strength  make  fitting  should  be  hers  in  the  work  of  the  Great  Washburn 
family.

It  is  the  firm  belief  of  all 
interested  that  the  Washburn  Law  School 
will  soon  be  established  in  a  new  building 
in  the  heart  of  the  business  district  of 
Topeka. 

It  com- 
prises eighteen  men,  every  one  of  whom  is  a  well  known  Judge,  or  a  promin- 
ent member  of  the  Topeka  Bar.  Each  one  is  a  specialist  in  actual  practice 
along  some  line,  and  among  their  number  are  the  following:  Judge  J.  G. 
Slonecker,  Judge  George  H.  Whitconib,  Judge  H.  G.  Larimer,  Otis  E.  Hun- 
gate,  and  Thomas  A.  Lee.

Mr.  Aitkenhead,  a  graduate  of  the  Me- 
chanical Engineering  department  of  Purdue  University,  became  Professor 
Wood's  assistant  and  had  charge  of  the  shop  work.  In  1908  the  first  two 
years  of  the  course  in  Civil,  Mechanical,  Electrical,  Chemical  and  Mining 
engineering  were  offered,  Mr.  D.  E.  Gelwix,  a  graduate  civil  engineer  of  the 
University  of  Kansas,  was  added  to  the  faculty,  and  a  scheme  of  co-operation 
was  worked  out  with  the  University  engineering  school. 

From  this  time  on  the  work  developed  steadily.  From  time  to  time 
changes  in  the  teaching  force  took  place,  as  follows:  In  1909  Mr.  Aitken- 
head resigned  and  his  place  was  filled  by  Mr.  Carl  Dassler,  a  graduate  Elec- 
trical engineer  from  the  University  of  Kansas.  In  1910  Mr.  Gelwix  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  with  the  Government,  and  Mr.  Dassler  entered  com- 
mercial electrical  work.  The  place  left  vacant  by  Mr.  Dassler  was  filled  by 
Mr.  Ray  Jones,  an  electrical  engineer,  and  Mr.  Gelwix's  place  was  taken  by 
Mr.  Cleveland  S.  Loper,  a  civil  engineer,  both  graduates  of  the  University. 
Mr.  Jones  resigned  in  19 14  to  enter  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Standards  and  his 
place  was  filled  by  Mr.  Edison  Pettit.  In  191 5  Mr.  Loper  was  granted  a 
leave  of  absence  to  take  advanced  work  leading  to  the  Master's  degree  in 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and  Harvard  University.

Department  of  Astronomy 

HE  expansion  of  the  department  of  Engineering  has  hrought  with 
it  a  similar  expansion  in  the  department  of  Astronomy.  Heretofore 
the  department  has  boasted  of  one  or  two  courses  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  perhaps  ten,  but  last  fall  a  number  of  new  courses  were 
introdviced  and  were  enthusiastically  received.  There  have  been 
five  courses  oflfered  this  winter  with  a  total  enrollment  of  twenty- 
eight.  The  laboratory  equipment  has  been  improved  and  still  other  courses 
will  be  offered  next  year  if  there  is  a  demand  for  them.  Work  is  now  offered 
in  General  Astronomy,  Engineering  Astronomy,  Eclipses,  Celestial  Mechanics 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry. 

The  increased  interest  in  the  Astronomical  Department  is  due  to  a  large 
extent  to  the  marked  ability  of  the  department  head,  Professor  Edison  Pettit. 
The  experimental  work  which  he  has  done  in  the  last  two  years  has  placed 
the  Washburn  Observatory  upon  the  map,  astronomically  speaking;  and  his 
constructive  work  has  received  favorable  recognition  from  well  known  as- 
tronomers all  over  the  world.

Professor  Pettit's  work  has  been  carried  on  along  four  general  lines : 
Planetary  Observations,  Eclipses,  Comet  Positions,  and  Double  Star  Meas- 
ures, it  was  in  eclipse  work,  however,  that  he  first  won  recognition  nation- 
ally. His  computation  of  the  path  of  the  solar  eclipse  of  June  8,  19 18.  over 
the  United  States,  was  accepted  by  the  American  Astronomical  Association; 
and  because  of  his  accurate  work  he  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  eclipse 
committee  to  arrange  for  the  observations  of  the  phenomena  in  different 
parts  of  the  coimtry.  Aside  from  this,  Professor  Pettit  is  known  as  the  dis- 
coverer of  some  twenty-seven  new  double  stars,  and  has  done  interesting  work 
in  re-measuring  other  double  stars.  His  work  on  planets  and  comets  is  not 
yet  completed,  but  interesting  results  are  expected. 
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Department  of  Geology 

HE  course  in  Geology  was  given  a  new  lease  of  life  last  fall  by  the 
installation  of  the  technical  department.  The  course  was  popular 
from  the  start.  Oil  prospects  in  Kansas  have  revived  an  interest  in 
Geology  throughout  the  state.  Washburn's  Geology  course  has 
been  enriched  by  the  work  of  such  men  as  Prosser,  Cragin,  Grims- 
ley  and  Beede,  who  have  added  much  to  the  Geology  of  Kansas. 

The  large  geological  collection  was  increased  this  year  by  the  Dr.  Theo- 
dore Weiss  collection,  donated  by  his  son,  Mr.  Weiss,  of  this  city. 

Nearby  terminal  moraines,  coal  mines,  oil  drillings,  c[uarries,  and  brick 
plants  add  interest  to  the  regular  class  room  work  in  Geology.  Mr.  Redinger, 
a  former  governn:ent  engineer,  enlivened  the  routine  this  year  with  a  talk  on 
the  coal  mines  of  Alaska. 
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The  School  of  Fine  Arts 


HE  Fine  Arts  department  of  Wash- 
burn College  is  organized  along 
the  most  modern  lines  with  the 
end  in  view  of  giving  up-to-date 
instruction    in    music,  elocution, 
and  art.     The  department  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  College — some  of  its  courses 
giving  credit  toward  an  academic  degree. 
All  of  these  courses,  however,  are  open  to 
all  students  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of 
them.   The  advantages  of  combining  studies 
in  the  Arts  with  the  so-called  "regular"  col- 
lege subjects  are  obvious,  and  the  serious- 
minded  student  scarcely  ever  underestimates 
them. 

One  of  the  great  phases  of  the  work  in 
Dean  Horace  Whitehouse         ^^'^^h  the  Fine  Arts  department  is  engaged, 

and  one  by  whose  means  the  department  is 
best  known  in  Topeka ;  is  the  extension  work  of  the  department.  The  render- 
ing of  The  Messiah  at  the  city  atiditorium  has  become  an  annual  affair,  and 
has  done  more  to  place  Topeka  on  the  musical  map  than  any  other  one  factor. 
No  less  important  have  been  the  recitals  given  in  Topeka  from  time  to  time 
by  members  of  the  Fine  Arts  faculty. 

While  not  so  fortunate,  thus  far,  in  material  possessions  as  other  schools 
of  similar  nature,  < Washburn  College  has  made  very  marked  advancement ; 
not  the  least  of  which  has  been  in  the  Fine  Arts  department.  The  faculty  of 
the  department  is  composed  of  men  and  women  of  broad  education  and  ex- 
perience who  have  had  opportunities  to  travel  and  to  study  in  both  America 
and  Europe.    Some  of  them  enjoy  national  and  even  international  reputation.

HE  Art  Department  of  Washburn  College  has  in  five  years  grown 
to  include  five  departments  under  six  instructors.    While  there  is  a 
sub-division  of  classes,  the  object  and  aim  of  the  instruction  in  all  of 
the  classes  is  to  break  down  the  barriers  that  tend  to  set  off  the  ex- 
pression of  beauty  as  a  separate  department  of  life.

Her  work  leads  to  a  perfect  taste  in  the  choice  of  wall  papers,  furniture,  hang- 
ings, and  in  the  building  of  better  houses. 

When  the  young  men  and  women  work  with  clay  under  Mr.  Merrill  Gage 
over  in  the  basement  of  Rice  Hall,  they  imitate  the  pose  and  figure  of  a  posed 
model.  While  the  clay  takes  form  the  real  development  and  growth  is  in  the 
student.  The  task  of  the  worker  is  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  figure  he 
sees  in  the  softened  clay  he  handles.  Original  designs  for  a  bird-fountain  have 
been  made  by  the  students  in  the  department.  The  best  one  is  to  be  cast  in 
cement  and  placed  in  the  center  of  the  circle  in  front  of  Boswell  Hall  as  a  gift 
to  Washburn's  song-birds. 

Miss  Marie  Witwer  asks  the  students  who  come  to  her  to  work  on  china, 
to  combine  certain  lines  and  forms  into  designs  suitable  for  the  brush  on  china. 
The  challenge  to  taste  is  emphasized  and  constant.  This  critical  and  discrim- 
inating judgment  is  coupled  with  the  training  of  the  eye  and  hand  in  painting. 

In  the  classes  of  George  M.  Stone,  students  who  work  in  oil  and  charcoal 
are  taught  to  look  at  the  model  posed  before  them  and  to  reproduce  its  salient 
features  so  as  to  make  a  good  composition,  harmonious  and  truthful.  To  see 
and  feel  what  is  to  be  done,  to  know  how  to  work,  and  last  of  all  to  do  their 
work  well.   What  better  training  can  be  given  to  anyone ! 

The  workers  under  Miss  Marian  Peers  come  at  night.  They  have  clone  a 
day's  work  elsewhere,  but  their  zeal  carries  them  through  the  evening.  The 
inspiration  due  to  a  brilliantly  lighted  room,  a  well-chosen  model,  and  an  in- 
structor who  is  all  enthusiasm  for  the  work,  puts  life  and  animation  into  the 
charcoal  sketches. 

The  department  of  Art  Appreciation  includes  not  only  the  study  of  the 
masters  and  the  masteri>ieces  in  the  several  schools  of  painting,  but  the  great 
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Home  of  the  Washburn  Art  School. 


buildings  of  the  world  are  learned,  and  the  noted  pieces  of  sculpture  are 
studied. 

Mrs.  L.  D.  Wliittemore,  director  of  the  xA.rt  Department,  teaches  the  stu- 
dents that  art  is  not  confined  to  a  picture,  a  statue,  or  a  building.  It  is  not  a 
fad  or  a  frill ;  but  a  natural,  normal,  and  necessary  element  in  living.  Art  is 
a  qualit}'  of  consciousness,  and  as  essential  as  any  material  quality.  The  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  it  is  an  invaluable  possession.  It  is  an  asset  in 
happiness,  a  mental  pleasure,  and  a  spiritual  expression.  It  should  exist  in  the 
home  and  in  the  shop,  as  well  as  in  the  art  gallery. 

Mr.  Cornelius  M.  Hoult,  who  made  a  valuable  gift  of  pictures,  books  and 
cases  last  year,  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife ;  has  again  shown  his  generosity  in 
framing  forty-five  beautiful  foreign  photographs.  They  add  much  to  the 
equipment  and  are  an  aid  to  its  efficiency.  They  are  elegant  and  have  in- 
creased the  enthusiasm  in  all  the  people  connected  with  the  department.

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The  Washburn  Academy 


HE  Academy  associated  with  Wash- 
burn College  has  had  a  continuous 
history  from  1865  to  the  present 
time,  a  period  of  fifty-one  years. 
Until  1892  it  was  not  distinct  from 
the  College,  and  most  of  those  who  came  to 
Washburn  College  were  really  enrolled  in 
the  sub-freshman  classes  only.    In  1892, 
however,  the  department  of  the  Academy 
was  created  by  naming  Matthew  H.  Frank 
as  principal. 

During  the  early  years  some  of  the  men 
who  were  guiding  the  state  educational 
system  were  with  Washburn,  and  the  Acad- 
emy thus  helped  in  the  standardization  of 
the  High  Schools  of  Kansas.  The  Academy 
does  not  seek  to  enter  into  competition  with 
the  advancing  state  schools,  but  it  still  finds 
a  service  to  render  to  those  who  would  enter  College  from  two-year  and  three- 
year  High  Schools.  It  also  serves  those  who  have  become  irregular  in  their 
educational  preparation  and  who  wish,  in  a  short  time,  to  prepare  for  Busi- 
ness, Law  School,  or  College. 

At  the  same  time  the  Academy  sustains  a  distinct  individuality.  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organizations  have  exerted  a  helpful  influence  since  their 
establishment  in  1909.  The  Alpha  Literary  Society  has  been  for  some  years 
a  means  of  culture  and  drill  in  intellectual  lines.  Following  the  College  cus- 
tom the  Academy  gives  an  annual  play  which  is  proving  to  be  an  interesting 
feature.  In  every  way  the  Academy  has  always  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
distinctly  "Washburn."

The  Coach 


HEN  it  was  announced  a  year  ago 
that  the  College  Board  of  Adminis- 
tration had  engaged  Dr.  Albert  R. 
Kennedy  to  guide  the  destinies  of 
Washburn  Athletics  for  the  19 16- 
17  school  year,  the  joy  of  the  Washburn 
students  was  boundless. 

Dr.  Kennedy  is  a  graduate  of  Kansas 
University  and  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania.    He  coached  the  All-Victorious 
Ichabod  team  of  1903,  and  since  that  time

Coach  Albert  R.  Kennedy.  ing  his  stay  at  the  big  government  school. 

When  the  coach  began  his  work  at 
Washburn  last  fall  he  found  athletic  affairs  in  a  demoralized  condition,  and  he 
has  worked  earnestly  throughout  the  year  in  the  attempt  to  place  Washburn 
Athletics  upon  a  firm  foundation,  and  to  raise  them  to  a  higher  plane  than  they 
have  formerly  occupied.  As  a  result  of  his  efforts  much  new  Athletic  material 
has  been  developed  and  the  way  has  been  prepared  for  a  successful  season 
next  year. 

Coach  Kennedy's  ideals  are  of  the  highest,  and  his  greatest  ambition  is  to 
make  Washburn  one  of  the  strongest  schools  in  the  state,  in  an  Athletic  way. 
Washburn  has  confidence  in  his  ability  to  do  so. 
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Captain  Sam  Stewart 

"Stewie"  is  as  big  as  a  box-car,  and 
moves  like  a  mail  train.  Wben  he  hits 
there's  a  wreck,  and  has  never  been  counted 
among  the  unclaimed  dead."  Such  a  descrip- 
tion of  Washbiu-n's  big  Captain  usually 
comes  from  the  man  in  the  opposing  position 
who  has  almost  invariably  had  to  shade  his 
eyes  to  see  the  summit  of  "Tiny"  Sam's 
headgear.  Captain  Stewart's  election  a  year 
ago  came  at  the  end  of  a  stellar  career  cover- 
ing one  year  of  Freshman  and  one  year  of 
Varsity  football.  His  ground-gaining  abil- 
ity has  been  in  a  class  by  itself  and  his  gen- 
eralship over  the  team  has  been  irreproach- 
able. His  gentlemanly  conduct  on  the  field 
has  always  commanded  respect  both  from 
officials  and  from  opponents. 


Resume  of  the  1917  Season 

N  glancing  over  the  summary  of  Washburn's  1916  football  season, 
the  casual  reader  would  probably  conclude  that  it  was  a  very  dis- 
astrous one  for  the  Sons  of  Ichabod.  However,  when  account  is 
taken  of  the  fact  that  only  ten  of  last  year's  squad  reported  for  1916, 
and  that  only  five  of  these  might  be  classed  as  first  string  men ;  when 
it  is  remembered  that  the  team  was  weakened  by  the  loss  of  Dehn 
early  in  the  season  and  that  some  of  its  strongest  players  were  injured  at  the 
last  of  the  season ;  and  lastly,  when  one  takes  into  consideration  the  facts  that 
Washburn,  alone,  of  all  the  schools  in  the  Kansas  Conference  is  not  allowed 
to  play  freshmen ;  that  some  of  the  schools  can  be  accused,  under  cover  of 
darkness  at  least,  of  playing  recruited  teams ;  tl\at  K.  U.  had  a  team  which 
was  strong  enough  to  defeat  Nebraska,  and  that  the  Aggies  were  classed  as 
one  of  the  strongest  teams  in  the  Valley,  it  might  be  possible  for  even  a  critic 
to  establish  an  alibi — at  least  to  admit  extenuating  circumstances. 

The  season  opened  on  September  30th,  when  the  annual  tangle  between 
the  Varsity  and  the  Freshmen  was  staged.  This  game  resulted  in  one  of  the 
largest  scores  that  the  Varsity  has  ever  piled  up  on  a  Freshman  team.  When 
the  final  whistle  blew  the  count  stood  58  to  o  against  the  first  year  men. 

The  first  game  of  the  regular  schedule  was  played  in  Topeka  on  October 
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6th  with  Cooper  College.  Coach  Weede's  "Barrelmakers"  took  Washburn 
by  surprise  and  won  in  191 5  and  they  were  determined  to  repeat  the  per- 
formance. Coach  Kennedy's  men,  however,  refused  to  be  surprised  and 
drubbed  them  soundly  to  the  tune  of  20  to  o.  The  first  score  came  in  the 
second  quarter  when  Callihan  recovered  a  blocked  punt  on  Cooper's  goal  line. 
In  the  third  quarter  Logan  carried  the  ball  across  for  the  second  touchdown 
and  m  the  fourth  period  Callihan  made  his  second  trip  across  the  enemies' 
goal  line.  Washburn  won  this  game  on  straight  football,  entirely,  while 
Cooper  tried  all  her  tricks. 

The  next  week  the  Wearers  of  the  Blue  journeyed  to  Wichita  and  were 
defeated  by  the  Quakers'  team  of  veterans  by  a  score  of  25  to  o.  The  Friend's 
team  was  playing  better  football  at  this  time  than  it  did  at  any  other  time 
during  the  season  as  is  shown  by  their  mid-season  slump.  The  players  on 
tliis  team  also  had  the  advantage  of  several  years'  experience  playing  together. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Kansas  Conference  officials  last  December,  in  Topeka, 
one  of  the  Friend's  players  was  declared  ineligible  and  this  means,  of  course, 
that  tiieir  games  were  forfeited.  It  is  therefore  doubtful  as  to  whether  this 
game  should  be  counted  as  a  defeat  for  Washburn. 

On  October  21  the  Baker  team  met  Washburn  on  the  home  field.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  five  of  the  Methodists,  who  were  on  the  team  which 
defeated  the  W^ashburn  eleven  last  year,  were  in  the  line-up  again,  while  there 
were  only  two  Ichabods  who  appeared  in  both  these  games.  This  was  one  of 
the  most  exciting  games  of  the  season,  and  when  the  final  whistle  blew  the 
score  stood  13  for  Washburn  and  9  for  Baker.  One  of  the  features  of  the 
game  was  a  70-yard  run  by  big  Jim  Perry,  just  a  few  minutes  after  the  game 
began.    Tackle  swings  by  Logan  were  also  a  feature  of  the  game. 

The  next  game  was  with  Ottawa,  at  Ottawa,  on  October  27th.  Over- 
taken by  a  strong  attack  of  over-confidence  the  Washburn  team  allowed  the 
Baptists  to  play  them  off  their  feet  during  the  first  few  minutes  of  play.  Then 
with  a  touchdown  staring  them  in  the  face  they  got  to  work  like  grim  death 
and  stayed  with  it  until,  v\^hen  it  was  so  dark  that  the  officials  were  almost 
ready  to  call  the  gam.e  on  account  of  it,  the  team  carried  the  ball  from  the 
center  of  the  field  by  a  dazzling  array  of  forward  passes  and  end  runs  until 
McCosh  went  over,  tying  the  score.  Captain  Sam  kicked  goal  and  the  game 
was  won.  In  a  very  few  minutes  the  contest  was  called  on  account  of  the 
darkness,  but  the  Ichabods  had  won,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  that  bedlam 
broke  loose  when  the  team  and  its  followers  got  into  their  dressing  room. 

The  next  Friday,  November  3rd,  the  Blue  warriors  and  a  large  crowd  of 
loyal  rooters  went  to  Emporia  with  high  hopes  of  defeating  the  team,  which, 
as  it  turned  out,  was  to  win  the  Conference  Title.  The  Normal  team  was 
played  off  its  feet  during  the  first  few  minutes,  and  the  ball  was  on  the  lo-yard 
line  almost  before  they  knew  it,  but  a  fumble  gave  the  ball  to  the  Teachers 
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and  Washburn's  chance  was  gone.  A  feature  of  this  game  was  Sargent's 
30-yard  run  through  a  broken  field  for  a  touchdown.  The  game  ended  with 
the  score  23  to  7  in  favor  of  the  NormaUtes. 

When  the  Sons  of  Ichabod  met  their  ancient  rivals,  the  Jayhawkers,  in 
Topeka,  on  November  iith,  stage  fright  appeared  to  be  their  jinx.  After 
allowing  the  University  men  three  touchdowns  in  the  first  quarter,  the  team 
settled  down  and  played  great  ball,  allowing  their  opponents  only  one  more 
journey  across  the  goal  line.  For  Washburn,  Stewart  was  probably  the  in- 
dividual star,  although  Perry,  Hope  and  McCosh  performed  well.  The  final 
count  stood  27  to  o  against  Washburn. 

The  next  two  games  were  both  in  Topeka,  the  first  one  with  Fairmount, 
and  the  second  with  the  College  of  Emporia.  In  both  these  games  Wash- 
bush  was  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  some  of  her  strongest  players  were 
injiu^ed.  In  the  Fairmount  game  it  was  necessary  to  take  Stewart  out  of  the 
game  for  the  first  time  during  his  College  career,  and  Sargent  was  not  able  to 
get  into  the  C.  of  E.  game.  The  Wearers  of  the  Blue  were  able  to  hold  their 
opponents  scoreless  through  the  first  half  of  each  of  these  games,  and  were 
defeated,  in  both  instances,  in  the  last  half.  Fairmount  won  9  to  o,  and  Col- 
lege of  Emporia  20  to  o.  In  the  Fairmoimt  game  the  Ichabods  were  out- 
weighed about  15  pounds  to  the  man,  and  the  Collegians  were  so  proficient 
with  the  use  of  the  forward  pass  that  the  Washburn  team  could  not  break 
them  up. 

The  final  game  of  the  season  was  on  Thanksgiving  day  with  the  Aggies, 
at  Manhattan.  The  Blue  Warriors  knew  that  they  were  up  against  one  of 
the  strongest  teams  of  the  Missouri  Valley  and  put  up  a  strong  fight.  The 
powerful  Aggie  offense,  however,  was  too  much  for  the  lighter  Ichabod  line 
and  the  heavy  farmer  boys  plowed  through  consistently  for  good  gains.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  they  were  heavily  outweighed,  the  plucky  Washburn  men 
stayed  with  the  game  until  the  final  whistle.  Coach  Clevenger  had  a  wonder- 
ful machine,  and  it  was  no  disgrace  to  be  defeated  by  it.  The  score  was  47 
to  o.

ASHBURN'S  basketball  team  this  year  was  composed  almost  entirely 
of  new  men,  Captain  Nelson  being  the  only  letter  man  who  reported 
for  practice.  In  spite  of  this  fact  the  team  closed  the  schedule  with 
five  games  won  out  of  the  twelve  Conference  games  played,  which 


is  a  good  record  when  it  is  remembered  that  when  last  year's  season 
closed  the  team  did  not  have  a  single  victory  to  its  credit. 

A  large  part  of  this  improved  record  is  undoubtedly  due  to  Professor 
DeBeukalaer.  During  his  student  days  at  Colgate  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Varsity  scjuad  and  since  coming  to  Washburn  he  has  been  a  most  enthusiastic 
follower  of  all  branches  of  sport.  At  the  opening  of  the  basketball  season  he 
was  elected  by  the  Athletic  Board  to  the  position  of  assistant  coach,  to  have 
charge  of  the  basketball  team. 

A  trip  was  made  between  semesters  which  took  the  squad  to  the  mid- 
western  part  of  the  state.  Games  were  played  with  Cooper,  Salina,  Bethany 
and  McPherson.  One  of  these  games,  the  one  with  Salina,  w^as  a  victory  for 
Washburn ;  the  game  with  Cooper  was  clearly  a  case  of  bad  officiating  and 
was  lost  to  the  "Barrelmakers ;"  the  other  two  games  afford  no  alibi.  They 
were  both  lost  and  the  only  reason  to  be  found  was  that  the  Bethany  and  Mc- 
Pherson teams  were  better  than  the  Tchabods. 

Five  letters  were  granted  this  year  and  the  men  who  received  them  were: 
Hope,  Trull,  Nelson,  Dean  and  Drake.  Of  these  five  men,  Trull,  Hope  and 
Dean  will  form  a  nucleus  around  which  to  build  a  team  next  year.  Trull 
played  a  consistent  game  at  center  throughout  the  season ;  and  Dean,  who 
has  been  elected  captain  for  next  year,  played  a  very  consistent  game  at  for- 
ward. Hope  also  played  a  strong  game  at  forward.  All  three  of  these  men 
were  new  at  the  game  last  season,  but  with  the  experience  that  they  have 
gained  and  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  this  year's  Freshmen,  who  have 
shown  great  promise,  the  191 8  team  should  be  an  All-Victorious  aggregation. 
Nelson  and  Drake  are  the  two  letter  men  who  will  graduate  this  year.  Nelson 
has  been  captain  for  the  past  two  years  and  has  been  one  of  the  Ichabod 
standbys  at  guard  for  three  years.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.  Drake  is  an- 
other man  who  has  shown  up  well  at  guard.  He  subbed  on  the  Varsity  for 
two  years,  but  exhibited  so  much  class  this  year  that  he  drew  a  permanent

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Track 


HE  dormant  state  of  Washburn  Track  which  has  existed  since  the 
State  Championship  year  of  1912,  was  rudely  broken  into  this  spring 
by  Dr.  Kennedy.  In  his  category  of  sjx^rt  the  coach  places  track 
next  to  football,  and  he  brings  to  Washburn  a  wealth  of  track  ex- 
perience, schooled  under  old  Mike  Mm'phy,  of  Pennsylvania.  At 
the  opening  of  the  spring  semester  Dr.  Kennedy  cast  his  eye  over  the 
available  material,  decided  that  Washburn  had  the  stuff  for  a  winning  team, 
and  set  to  work.  Milford  Baker  was  appointed  manager,  and  set  about  ar- 
ranging a  schedule.  Through  the  influence  of  Dr.  Kennedy,  Washburn  was 
invited  to  send  representatives  to  the  great  K.  C.  A.  C.  indoor  meet.  On 
March  3,  a  team  of  ten  went  to  Kansas  City  to  represent  Washburn.  The 
boys  who  made  the  trip  were :  Miller,  Price,  Gates,  Heller  and  Becker  for  the 
Varsity,  and  Budge,  Askew,  Chapman,  Shoup  and  Priebe  for  the  Freshmen. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Reilly,  a  relay  race  was  arranged  with  Tarkio  Col- 
lege, and  special  interest  was  centered  in  this  event  by  our  boys.  Heller, 
Price,  Miller  and  Gates  ran  for  Washburn,  with  the  result  that  Tarkio  was 
beaten,  and  each  of  the  boys  received  a  gold  medal. 

Dr.  Kennedy  next  turned  his  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Washburn 
track.  The  services  of  I'illy  and  the  surveying  class  were  commandeered  and 
a  svu'vey  made  of  the  field.  It  was  discovered  that  there  was  a  ten-foot  rise 
and  fall  in  a  circuit  of  the  1-4  mile  oval.  It  was  decided  to  level  the  track  by 
volunteer  help  from  the  boys,  and  between  twenty  and  thirty  turned  out  with 
pick  and  shovel.  The  track  was  cut,  filled  and  dragged,  and  when  surfaced 
with  cinders  will  be  the  best  1-4  mile  oval  in  the  state. 

In  the  meantime  an  extensive  Intercollegiate  schedule  has  been  arranged 
and  a  large  squad  of  boys  are  in  regular  training.  The  Freshman  squad  is 
exceptionally  promising  and  next  year  Washburn  should  have  a  championship 
team.  The  Freshmen  who  are  out  are :  Gaston,  Budge,  Chapman,  Shoup, 
Willets,  Askew,  Potter,  Williamson,  DuMars,  Davis  and  Prewitt,  several  of 
whom  are  shov/ing  exceptional  ability.  The  Varsity  men  who  are  reporting 
regularly  are :  Miller,  Price,  Gates,  Heller,  Becker,  Van  Horn,  Kerans,  Trull, 
McCosh,  Champeny,  Whitcomb  and  Drake. 

Bearg,  the  old  Ichabod  war  horse,  and  holder  of  a  couple  of  Washburn 
records,  has  been  giving  the  boys  valuable  coaching.  New  suits  and  material 
have  been  secured  and  the  success  of  the  season  seems  assured.  There  is 
plenty  of  material  of  good  c|uality,  and  by  the  time  the  State  Meet  rolls  around 
the  Ichabod  athletes  will  be  able  to  carry  off  their  share  of  the  honors  at  Em- 
poria, May  1 8th. 
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Editor's  Note. — As  we  go  to  press  it  seems  possible  that  a  major  portion  of  the  schedule 
niay  be  called  because  of  the  enlistment  of  the  Washburn  boys.  In  any  event,  the 
Intersorority  Relay,  the  Interclass  Meet  and  the  State  Meet  will  be  run.

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Women^s  Athletics 


HE  Physical  Culture  Department 
for  women  at  Washburn,  while  not 
so  large  as  similar  departments  in 
many  other  schools,  owing  to  the 
difference  in  the  requirements,  has 
for  its  aim  not  alone  the  rest  and  recreation 
so  much  needed  by  college  women,  but  also 
the  training  for  the  continuance  of  systema- 
tized exercise  after  school  days  are  over. 

Washburn  has   two  years  of  regular 
gymnasium  work.    These  two  years  are  re- 
quired for  graduation  from  the  Liberal  Arts 
course.    Much  of  the  work  in  the  fall  is  out 
of  doors,  consisting  of  tramps  over  the  mea- 
dow behind  the  gymnasium,  baseball  games, 
and  games  of  various  kinds  with  the  basket- 
ball.   As  soon  as  spring  weather  settles  the 
outdoor  tennis  courts  are  made  ready  for 
the  girls"  tennis  club.    Intercollegiate  athletics  for  girls  are  not  encouraged  at 
Washburn,  but  match  games  of  basketball  between  local  teams  have  been 
played  this  year. 

A  new  course  in  the  athletic  department  is  being  added  this  spring.  It  is 
to  be  of  the  nature  of  a  playground  course  including  instruction  which  will 
aid  those  students,  men  or  women,  who  desire  to  do  summer  work  as  play- 
ground supervisors  or  chautauqua  children's  work.  It  is  to  be  a  two-months' 
course  of  practical  training  in  Pageantry,  and  May  Fete  work  is  to  be  a  special 
feature. 

The  Physical  Culture  Department  for  women  at  Washburn  believes  that  a 
woman's  education  has  been  neglected  unless  she  learns  before  she  finishes  her 
college  course  to  do  those  things  which  will  allow  her  the  greatest  physical 
development.  h.  g. 


Helen  Griffin 
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Washburn  Forensics 


ETWEEN  the  basketball  season  and 
the  baseball  season  at  Washburn, 
student  interest  centers  about  for- 
ensic activities.     Oratorical  con- 
tests and  debates  are  then  as  much 
in  the  public  eye  as  are  athletic 
activities  in  their  season,  and  the  "hero  of 
the  platform"  is  showered  with  honors  no 
less  renowned  than  is  the  "hero  of  the  grid- 
iron."  The  Review  issues  a  special  Forensic 
number  at  the  close  of  the  forensic  season 
which  invariably  ranks  favorably  along  with 
the  Law  Number  and  the  Athletic  Number. 

The  Washburn  women,  no  less  than  the 
men.  have  a  part  in  the  Intercollegiate  foren- 
sic activities ;  particularly  is  this  true  in  the 
line  of  debate.  This  year  three  debates  for 
the  women  were  schedided,  in  which  the 
question  of  a  Legal  Minimum  Wage  was 
both  defended. and  offended.  Although  two 
debates  were  lost,  the  Washburn  women 
were  given  five  out  of  a  possible  nine  decisions. 

The  Washburn  men  debated  the  Minimum  Wage  question  in  the  Pen- 
tangular Debate  series,  supporting  the  affirmative  side  at  Topeka  and  Manhat- 
tan, and  the  negative  side  at  Emporia  and  Topeka.  Two  teams  have  handled 
the  whole  series. 

In  oratory,  as  well  as  in  debate,  Wiashburn  has  also  pushed  to  the  front, 
placing  third  and  fourth  respectively  in  the  Peace  and  the  Prohibition  state 
contests,  and  winning  first  place  in  the  Old  Line  in  both  the  state  and  in  the 
interstate  contests. 

A  large  measure  of  the  forensic  success  which  Washburn  has  enjoyed  in 
the  last  few  years  has  been  due  to  the  excellent  instruction  given  by  Prof.  E. 
D.  Schonberger,  professor  of  oratory.  Through  every  forensic  season  Profes- 
sor Schonberger  gives  freely  of  his  time  and  his  services  in  order  to  turn  out 
the  best  possible  orators  and  debaters  to  defend  the  "Blue."  His  reputation 
as  a  public  speaking  instructor  is  being  augmented  by  his  continued  success  in 
turning  out  winning  debate  teams,  and  his  high  standing  in  that  capacity  is 
evidenced  by  the  recognition  accorded  his  work  in  the  larger  colleges  of  Kan- 
sas and  Colorado.

Handbook  and  Directory 


NE  of  Washburn's  annual  publications  is  the  Handbook  and  Student 
Directory.    It  is  customary  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Campus  Service 
Committee  of  the  Y.  M.  A.  C.  to  take  the  responsibility  of  getting 
out  the  Handbook  during  the  summer  so  that  it  can  be  mailed  to  all 
pros])ective  Washburn  students. 
For  several  years  the  Handbook  and  the  Directory  were  put  out 
under  separate  covers  but  last  year  it  was  bound  with  metal  clasps  so  that  the 
Directory  could  be  inserted  bet^veen  the  covers  of  the  Handbook  itself.  This 
plan  was  also  followed  out  in  this  year's  book. 

The  Handbook  is  to  Washburn  Freshmen,  what  the  Dictionaiy  is  to  the 
English  language.

Kirkpatrick,  and  comprises  the  members  of  the  classes  in  Political 
Science.  Meetings  are  called  by  the  President  and  are  held  in  the 
class  room  in  MacVicar. 

The  chief  function  of  the  Political  Science  Club  is  to  bring  before 
its  members  men  of  recognized  ability  to  address  the  cIuId  upon 
issues  and  problems  with  which  the  speaker  is  intimately  familiar.

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Mathematics  Club 


HE  Mathematics  Club  membership  has  been  smaller  this  year  than 
last,  but  its  members  have  all  had  a  serious  purpose.  This  purpose 
is  to  encourage  independent  investigation  of  specific  problems  and 
fields  on  the  part  of  the  members,  and  to  get  in  touch  with  wider

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Biological  Club 


HE  Biological  Club, popularly  called  the  "Bug  Club,"  is  open  to  all 
students  who  have  completed  one  year  of  work  in  either  Botany  or 
Zoology,  and  who  may  be  taking  advanced  work  in  either.  It  meets 
on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  in  Rice  Hall.  Heretofore  its 
programs  have  consisted  of  lectures,  reviews,  and  discussions  of 
modern  scientific  work  along  lines  of  particular  interest  to  its  mem- 
bers. This  year  the  programs  have  been  carried  out  entirely  by  members  of 
the  club, — lectures  being  given  by  the  department's  professors  and  reviews  by 
the  students.  These  have  proved  to  be  interesting  as  well  as  practical.  A 
new  feature  this  year  has  been  the  cataloguizing  of  scientific  articles  in  the  cur- 
rent magazines,  the  work  being  divided  among  its  members  so  that  all  have 
a  share  in  it.  Every  meeting  is  accompanied  by  a  good  social  time  over  appe- 
tizing refreshments  such  as  cider  and  doughnuts,  or  Johnnie's  pumpkin  pie 
and  coffee. 
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Medic  Club 

LTHOUGH  the  Washburn  Medical  College  was  merged  with  the 
Kansas  University  Medical  School  in  191 3,  there  has  still  been  of- 
fered a  preparatory  course  for  the  study  of  Medicine  to  those  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  take  up  the  Medical  Course.  This  preparatory 
course  is  very  thorough  and  consequently  quite  popular.  Approx- 
imately forty  students  are  enrolled  in  the  course. 

On  December  8,  191 6,  a  Medical  Society  was  formed,  and  a  constitution 
drawn  up  by  Francis  Curry,  Mabelle  Cook,  and  Margaret  Price,  was  adopted. 
The  object  of  the  organization  is  to  broaden  the  prospective  medical  student's 
knowledge  of  the  field  of  Medicine. 

Any  instructor  who  is  teaching,  or  any  student  who  is  enrolled,  in  the 
courses  preparatory  to  the  study  of  Medicine  are  eligible  to  membership  in 
the  society.

ITH  the  growth  of  the  Engineering  Department  in  Washburn,  the 
Engineers'  Club  has  assumed  a  prominent  place  among  the  depart- 
mental clubs.

The  program  usually  consists  of  an  address  by 
some  engineering  specialist  accompanied  by  general  discussions.

Another  part  of  the  activities  of  the  club  is  expressed  in  its  motto :  "Com- 
panions in  Research."

The  Engineers  greatly  enjoy  these  good  times 
and  the  Annual  Smoker  at  Professor  Tillotson's  attracts  students  from  every 
department  of  the  College.

For  various  reasons,  however,  it  will  probably  be  some  time  before 
any  of  the  growing  number  of  co-eds  in  some  of  the  engineering  classes  will 
venture  to  seek  further  benefits  of  membership  in  the  Engineers"  Club. 
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Washburn^s  Literary  Life 


ITERARY  Societies  at  Washburn  are  institutions  of  long  standing. 
Because  of  their  social  activities  the  students  place  their  Greek  letter 
organizations  in  a  position  of  first  importance.  Holding  an  entirely 
difllerent  place,  the  Christian  associations  are  felt  as  a  uniting  bond 
of  the  entire  school.  The  third  place  of  telling  influence  on  school 
life  may  be  given  to  the  Literary  Society. 
For  several  years  the  membership  of  the  four  societies  has  been  limited, 
for  it  was  felt  that  only  when  membership  is  small  enough  for  each  member 
to  take  part  in  the  programs  was  the  Literary  Society  really  counting  for 
something.  This  has  led  to  compulsory  attendance  upon  every  society  meet- 
ing, on  the  theory  that  if  one  is  not  interested  enough  to  attend,  a  place  should 
be  given  to  some  one  who  is. 

This  ruling  has  led  to  two  prominent  results :  First,  it  has  given  the  liter- 
ary societies  two  hundred  actively  interested  society  members.  It  is  consid- 
ered an  honor  to  belong,  and  those  who  are  not  truly  interested  have  been 
dropped  from  tlie  roll  and  their  places  filled  by  others  anxious  to  take  their 
places.  The  second  result  of  the  limited  membership  policy  has  been  a  grow- 
ing tendency,  on  the  part  of  those  not  participating  in  literary  activities,  to 
protest  against  the  preemption  of  Saturday  night  solely  for  the  Literary  Soci- 
ety meetings. 

Academy  Literary  Societies  are  nearly  as  old  as  the  College  organizations, 
and  were  organized  originally  that  the  students  of  the  Academy  might  im- 
prove on  the  example  set  by  their  elders.  Originally  there  were  two  of  these 
societies;  one  for  th  girls,  the  Alpha,  and  the  Cadmean  for  the  boys.  The 
Cadmean,  in  spite  of  desperate  attempts  to  revive  it,  refuses  to  return  to  life ; 
so  the  Alpha  holds  the  supreme  place  in  Acadmy  literary  circles. 

From  the  College  point  of  view.  Alpha  is  known  chiefly  for  its  delicious 
candy  sales.  But  the  thirty  Academy  girls  do  much  more  serious  work  than 
making  candy.  Parliamentary  Drill  has  been  bravely  attacked  by  them,  and 
their  reputation  for  clever  programs  of  readings,  stunts,  and  music  make  their 
members  eagerly  sought  by  the  College  societies  after  graduation. 

A  feature  of  the  programs  this  year  has  been  a  series  of  numbers  by  out- 
side speakers.  The  faculty  and  the  faculty  members'  wives  have  frequently 
responded  to  their  call.  Debating  has  received  some  attention,  and  particular- 
ly helpful  have  been  the  really  critical  "Critic's"  reports.  The  Alpha  Literary 
Society  is  a  "Little  Sister"'  of  which  the  W.  G.  and  Alethean  may  well  be 
proud. 
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Washburn  College  Literary  Society 

HE  Washburn  College  Literary  Society  displayed  its  originality  last 
fall  when  it  organized  itself  into  a  House  of  Representatives  for  the 
discussion  of  political  affairs.  The  House  meets  on  alternate  weeks. 
In  the  intervening  weeks  the  society  has  a  regular  literai"y  program. 
All  precedent  was  broken  when  the  society  entertained  with  a  dance 
to  which  Aletheans  as  well  as  W.  G.'s  were  invited.  The  society  made  much 
of  the  Freshman  Prize  Debate  which  brought  out  some  good  new  material. 
The  reviving  interest  in  Inter-Collegiate  Forensics  is  attested  by  the  fact  that 
half  of  the  debaters  are  W.  C.'s,  and  that  a  member  of  the  Washburn  College 
Literary  Society  won  first  honors  in  the  State  Old-Line  Oratorical  Contest, 
in  which  twenty-six  orations  were  submitted.

Washburn^s  Religious  Life 

ELIGIOUS  life  at  Washburn  is  not  a  formal  thing,  mentioned  merely 
in  the  catalogue ;  bnt  it  is  a  real  and  a  gripping  part  of  Washburn 
life.  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  students  are  members  of  the 
churches,  and  in  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  which  they  put  into 
their  church  work  is  demonstrated  by  the  Christian  Endeavor  socie- 
ties, special  Bible  Study  classes,  teaching  forces,  and  Gospel  Team 
work  in  the  churches  of  Topeka  and  surrounding  towns. 

While  cooperating  heartily  with  the  organized  church  work  of  the  city, 
the  College  holds  chapel  services  four  days  of  the  week,  with  compulsory  at- 
tendance. Chapel  services  are  conducted  by  the  faculty,  and  the  example  of 
these  earnest  Christian  men  and  women  give  the  religious  life  of  the  school  a 
force  it  might  not  otherwise  have. 

Religious  services  are  arranged  once  each  week  by  the  Christian  Associa- 
tions. The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  are  important  factors  not  only 
in  the  purely  religious  life  of  the  school,  but  in  the  social  activities  as  well.  It 
is  the  Christian  Associations  that  send  out  the  Gospel  Teams,  develop  volun- 
teers for  the  foreign  missionary  field,  arrange  the  all-college  social  affairs, 
raise  money,  write  letters,  visit  old  people  and  shut-ins,  look  after  the  new  stu- 
dents, send  teachers  to  the  Sunday  School  at  the  Boy's  Industrial  School,  and 
in  a  general  way  develop  a  normal  Christian  atmosphere.

HE  spirit  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  throughout  all  its  departments  is  that  of 
service ;  a  spirit  of  willingness  and  a  desire  to  help  others.  This 
spirit  is  perhaps  best  exemplified  in  the  Gospel  Team  work  of  the 
association.  The  whole  idea  of  the  Gospel  Team  department  is  that 
of  helping  the  community,  and  the  siUTOunding  towns  and  their 


communities  in  religious  work.  This  work  in  done  by  cooperating  with  the 
local  pastors  in  every  way  possible. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  teams  have  been  sent  out  to  churches  in 
different  parts  of  Topeka  and  they  have  held  many  successful  meetings.  But 
the  greater  work  has  been  done  in  the  towns  outside  of  Topeka,  a  number  of 
which  have  been  visited  by  teams  at  the  hearty  invitation  of  the  local  pastors. 

A  team  is  made  up  of  from  three  to  six  men,  part  of  whom  speak  out  of 
their  own  experience  as  Christians  on  subjects  that  vitally  concern  every  fol- 
lower of  Christ.  The  rest  of  the  team  is  made  up  of  those  who  are  capable  of 
directing  the  musical  side  of  the  meeting,  often  rendering  several  solos  or 
quartette  numbers.

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The  Estes  Park  Club 

NE  of  the  greatest  experiences  in  the  Hfe  of  a  Washburn  student  is  a 
trip  to  one  of  the  Estes  Park  Conferences.  For  a  number  of  years 
the  two  Ciiristian  Associations  have  made  an  earnest  campaign  each 
spring  with  the  object  of  interesting  as  many  students  as  possible  in 
making  the  trip  to  Estes  Park  with  the  result  that  something  like 
twenty-five  Washburn  men  and  women  attend  the  conferences 
each  year. 

The  Estes  Park  Club  is  composed  of  all  students  who  have  attended  or 
expect  to  attend  an  Estes  Park  Conference.  There  is  no  attempt  to  carry  on 
a  definite  organization  dining  the  school  year,  although  the  students  who  have 
made  the  trip  have  one  or  two  meetings  during  the  school  year  to  renew  the 
fellowship  begun  at  the  conferences. 

Estes  Park  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  America's  National  Parks.  It 
is  situated  northwest  of  Denver  in  the  midst  of  the  Colorado  Rockies.  The 
only  approach  is  by  automobile  roads  up  the  Big  Thompson  and  St.  Vrain 
canyons.  On  the  north  and  west  is  the  Continental  divide  and  the  park  is 
comparable  to  an  amphitheater  completely  surrounded  by  beautiful  snow- 
capped mountains,  the  highest  of  which  is  Long's  Peak.  This  peak  is  ad- 
judged to  be  the  seventh  hardest  peak  in  the  world  to  climb. 

The  conferences  are  addressed  each  year  by  some  of  the  greatest  religious 
leaders  in  the  country,  among  whom  are,  John  R.  Mott,  "Dad"  Elliott,  and 
Arthur  Ruh.  Anyone  who  attends  one  of  these  conferences  cannot  but  re- 
ceive an  inspiration  which  will  go  with  him  throughout  his  life. 

Student  Volunteer  Band 

N  1886  the  Student  Vohuiteer  movement  came  into  existence,  with  its 
primary  function,  that  of  recruiting  a  sufficient  number  of  young 
men  and  young  women  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  foreign  mis- 
sion student  volunteer  movement.  Equally  vital,  is  that  of  creat  - 
ing missionary  interests  and  activities  among  the  masses  of  stu- 
dents who  cannot  go  into  active  service  on  the  foreign  field,  so  that 
ihey  will  accept  a  share  in  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  missionary  enter- 
prises. 

The  local  band  was  organized  in  1889,  and  has  added  many  names  to  the 
Washburn  missionary  honor  roll.  Since  its  organization  the  volunteer  band 
has  never  ceased  to  be  an  active  force  in  carrying  out  the  principles  of  its 
genesis.    Sometimes  it  has  been  large,  sometimes  small ;  but  at  all  times  it  has 
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held  as  its  ideal,  that  the  dedication  of  one's  life  to  foreign  missionary  work 
is  the  greatest  investment  that  any  man  or  woman  can  make. 

Members  of  the  Washburn  Volunteer  Band  are  working  in  the  following 
places:  China,  Korea,  Turkey,  Ceylon,  Micronesia,  South  America.  Philli- 
pine  Islands,  Mexico.  Alaska,  Porto  Rico,  Tasmania,  and  Hawaii.

OLBROOK  Hall  is  the  only  dormitory  on  the  Washburn  Campus  at 
present.  It  holds  thirty-two  girls  and  is  made  one  of  the  most  home- 
like and  inspirational  spots  on  the  campus  by  the  spirit  of  good  fel- 
lowship and  co-operation  prevalent  there. 

A  new  era  opened  for  residents  in  the  "Hall"  the  first  of  February 
when  student  government  was  instituted.  The  girls  living  in  the  dormitory 
drew  up  a  constitution  regulating  their  comings  and  goings  and  making  them- 
selves responsible  for  their  conduct  instead  of  having  to  report  every  move- 
ment to  a  single  authority  appointed  by  the  College.  The  constitution  was 
submitted  to  the  Faculty  and  recommended  for  adoption.  Liberty  has 
taken  the  place  of  limitation  but  the  standards  of  the  girls  have  been  rais- 
ed rather  than  lowered  since  each  is  on  her  own  honor. 

Hartford  is  the  dining  hall  for  the  Holbrook  girls  and  residence  of  several 
faculty  members.  After  dinner  each  evening  the  girls  enjoy  a  fifteen-minute 
song  service.  The  favorite  Washburn  songs  and  many  of  original  Holbrook 
creations  are  sung.  A  Holbrook  Glee  Club  and  Quartet  have  been  organized 
and  have  helped  the  musical  life  along  on  several  occasions.

Student  Self  Government 


HE  Student  Council  is  primarily  the  most  efificient  means  of  harmony 
between  the  Faculty  and  Student  Body  of  Washburn  College.  With- 
out it  many  problems  would  find  no  solution  short  of  autocracy  on 
the  part  of  the  faculty  or  anarchy  on  the  part  of  the  student  body. 
Its  members  are  elected  to  serve  one  school  year.  The  officers, 
one  Senior,  one  Junior,  one  Sophomore  and  the  Faculty  representative 
are  elected  before  the  close  of  the  spring  semester  and  one  Senior, 
one  Junior,  one  Sophomore  and  one  Freshman  representative  are  chosen  at 
the  end  of  the  first  semester.  This  arrangement  makes  a  sort  of  continuous 
affair  which  goes  right  on  functioning  with  no  lapses  until  the  new  members 
get  accustomed  to  their  duties. 

The  present  Student  Council  has  instituted  a  new  form  of  clash  between 
the  Sophomore  and  h^reshman  classes.  The  push-ball  game  has  taken  the 
place  of  the  somewhat  barbaric  sack-scrap  with  pretty  fair  success. 

In  a  college  with  so  many  organizations  demanding  its  attention  there 
must  be  some  method  of  arranging  the  resulting  chaos  so  that  all  may  par- 
ticipate in  their  chosen  activities  without  confiicts.  The  Student  Council 
keeps  a  careful  record  of  the  future  events  of  the  school  year,  grants  dates  for 
different  functions  as  applied  for,  straightening  out  the  resulting  conflicts  to 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned.  It  tends  to  give  proper  recognition 
to  the  essential  activities  of  the  scliool  and  protects  the  rights  of  every  in- 
dividual organization  in  it.
